ture based on the charred condition 
of one of Vergara's hands, will receive 
close attention, in this investigation. 
Identity Still Unknown. 
There still was no intimation so far 
ai is Known hers from Captain J. J. 
Sanders of the Texas Rangers, as to 
the identity of the person or persons 
who lie has claimed informed him he 
would find the body on the American 
shore of the Rio Grande river at 3:30 
Sunday morning. Sanders' official re- 
ports also are blank as to the identity 
of those who made the night trip into 
Mexico.

IMMIGRATION BILL 


MAY BE DISSOLVED 


Literacy Test Is Cause For Much Wor- 


ry Among Senators.—To Hear 


Wilson's Arguments.

10.—Whether 
to let the literacy test remain in the 
immigration bill and risk the presi- 
dent's veto Or to strike it out and in- 
sure preserving the rest of the legis- 
lation, much 
of it- considered very 
important, was discussed at length to- 
day by tie senate immigration com- 
mittee without a decision. Another 
meeting will be held Thursday. 
The protest of the Italian govern- 
ment against American health inspec- 
tors on immigrant vessels has been 
considered but the provision is still 
in the bill. 


Some senators expect to see Presi- 
dent Wilson 
before the committee 
meets again and learn if possible, just 
what sort of literacy test if any, would 
be acceptable to him. 
Senator Cummins' amendment to 
the interstate commerce law to define 
liability of common carriers 
for 
freight, was tentatively approved by 
a senate committee today with amend- 
ments. 
Carriers would be held liable for tne 
full actual value of property, notwith- 
standing any limitation in bills of lad- 
ing or receipts and it would'be unlaw- 
ful to incorporate In bills of lading 
any limitation of time within which 
notice of loss of damage to propertv 
must be given or suit therefore be- 
gun until the interstate commerce 
commission has affirmatively acted. 
Washington, March 
10.—"Hasten 
the anti-trust bills," is the word actu- 
ating the congressional committa.es to 
get their program ready for early ac- 
tion. 
The senate sub-committse on inter- 
state commerce has decided to work 
nights to complete its draft of the in- 
terstate trade commission bill. 
Chairman Clayton of the house ju- 
diciary committee, who 
conferred 
with President Wilson yesterday, had 
a sub-committee busy today revising 
the measures to supplement the Sher- 
man law. 
It is planned to have the trade com-

FAVORS REGULATION 


OF STOCK EXCHANGES 


Samuel 
Untermeier

Urges His Measure Before Sen- 


ate Banking Committee.

Washington, March 10.—Samuel Un- 
termeier of New YorK'today appeared 
before the senate -banking and cur- 
rency committee in reply to arguments 
against the bill he has fathered for the 
regulation of stock exchanges. 
Explains Provisions. 
Instead of the bill "Russianizing the 
press," as claimed by Senator Hitch- 
cock, Mr. Untermeier declared it niere- 
ly empowered the postmaster general 
to exclude from tlie mails any publica- 
tion containing the quotation of an ex- 
change not incorporated in accordance 
with the state law. 
"Permit me to say that the power 
and momentum of the press are in- 
creasing at such a rate that the danger 
is that the press may Russianize the 
people," said Mr. Untermeier. 
Mr. Untermeier further declared that 
opponents of-.the bill had been forced 
to admit that federal regulation of 
stock exchanges was necessary. For 
state incorporation and postal super- 
vision as proposed in the senate bill 
the opponents had -failed to point out 
an effective alternate, he said. 


Scores Lottery Plan. 
: 
"Mr. Milburn, speaking for the New 
York stock exchange, suggests that a 
bill similar to that under which lotter- 
ies would suppress that would deny 
the use of the mails and telegraph for 
the distribution of fictitious and un- 
lawful transactions would answer the 
purpose," continued Mr. Untermeier. 
"To me it is manifest that it would be 
about as valuable as a blank piece of 
paper. Anybody can detect a lottery 
ticket, but Mr. Milburn fails to explain 
how fraudulent or fictitious or manip- 
ulative quotations are to be detected 
unless some machinery is supplied for 
the purpose_of, safeguarding the mails 
against being used for their dessimina- 
tion." 


,Mr. Untermeier stated that preven:- 
tion and .punishment of manipulations 
were the chief aims of the bill and that 
it did not seek to prohibit speculation. 


BANKER IMPRISONED 


AFTER LONG APPEAL 


Attorney Keeps Trust Company Head 


From Sing Sing for 900 Days Af-

IS BIG COMPROMISE 


Final : Adjustment of Ulster Conten- 


tion Is Foreseen as Result of 


Coming Debate.

London, March 10.—The possibility 
of a settlement of the Irish liome rule 
controversy was today again in the 
orefront of popular 
interest. The 
jpinion of the various parties as to 
he effect of the concession offered in 
he house of commons yesterday by 
Premier Asquith differed widely. The 
Unionists as a rule expressed them: 
selves unsatisfied with the suggested 
method of voting by counties on the 
exclusion of Ulster or portions of it 
'rom the operation of the home rule 
bill. 
Limit of Conciliation. 
Nationalists, on the other hand, de- 
clared that the cabinet had gone to the 
imit towards conciliation. The inde- 
>endent opinion of the country seemed 
nclined to the feeling that the con- 
cession offers an opportunity, for con- 
ciliation and this feeling is strength- 
ened by Sir Edward Carson's counter 
offer on behalf of the Ulster confer- 
ence providing the limitation on the 
ixclusion of the northern counties to 
, period of six years be struck out. 
It is pointed out here in parliamen- 
ary circles that the recognition by the 
cabinet and the 
nationalists of the 
principle of the exclusion of the coun- 
ies of Ulster if they vote in favor o£ 
t, even if the exclusion be only tem- 
>orary, is a great step in-advance from 
ast year's 
policy of "full 
steam 
ahead."

,',, J would, seem to me that we are 
just now at a point where a 
mild 
crisis exists 
We are aware that the 
greatest problem of all at the present 
moment m connection with education 
nctSff B5cu^lnS and retaining of com- 
petent teacners. If we are honest 
with ourselves we must face the fact 
that, m spite of all the efforts we are 
naking, including the expenditure of 
arge sums of money in the training 
of teachers, we are falling to secure 
with a reasonable degree of uniform- 
ly and regularity educational results 
that are entirely satisfactory to' the 
more intelligent .and critical portion 
of the community. Witness, for ex- 
ample, the communications that have 
>een appearing from time to time in 
the Chicago Record-Herald. 


It is needless to say that this prob- 
em is just as acute in other states 
but we of course are 
immediately 
concerned 
about Wisconsin 
The 
greatest difficulty this department has 
encountered in the past decade in ita 
effort to improve schools has been 
due to the fact that teachers are not 
prepared to give the kind and quality 
of instruction that is recognized to- 
day as highly desirable. Teachers as 
a class are young, unexperienced in 
ife, have no intimate contact with or 
mowledge of what is going on in tlie 
vorld about them. 
Many of 
them 
carry on their instruction much after 
he fashion of teachers fifteen . or 
wenty years ago; that is to say, in a 
Jookish, abstract fashion which kills 
'he interest of children and makes 
ichool life a burden, particularlv to 
boys possessing spirit and originality. 
Schools Lack Efficiency. 
"Probably we have no institution of 
earning today in the state of Wis- 
consin that- -would claim "that if is 
measuring up to as high a standard 
of efficiency with reference to 
the 
eachnique of instruction, insight in- 
o the problems of social efficiency, 
and fine discrimination as to what is 
yorth. teaching under existing condi- 
ions, as could reasonably be desired, 
t is the belief of the state superin- 
endent that there are inherent diffl- 
ulties in the solution of this prob- 
em that render it extremely hard to 
olye satisfactorily, but it is also his 
elief that far greater efficiency might 
e reached than is at present reached 
f we were all to recognize fully the 
jrobleni before us and go at the mat- 
er with an eye single to the securing 
>f the best results circumstances per- 
mit us to reach. 
"Poverty, disease, and crime are of- 
en spoken of as the trinity of trage- 
lies in human life. 
What can the 
schools do to eliminate the causes of 
poverty, to guard against disease, and 
o minimize crime? Where is there a 
=chool in Wisconsin that with delib- 
erate intention presents and enforces 
upon its students such knowledge and 
comprehension of these great draw- 
backs to human happiness as may 
>roperly be given to teachers? Where 
s the sclxool that systematically and 
regularly trains pupils to discriminate 
jetween valuable and worthless mat- 
ter as found in our text books and 
courses of study? Where is the col- 
ege or university that gives careful 
and practical instruction and training 


nthe technique of instruction? 


Women Teachers Uncertain. 
"Our teachers are mostly women 
who teach but a few years, then drop 
out of the ranks. It would seem that 
t is highly desirable for those who 
are to teach so limited a time to be 
ready to start much as men do when 
:hey are to run a one hundred yard 
race. The teachers who dawdle, and 
:ry for a year or more to 'find them- 
selves,' may be found almost 
any- 
where that one cares to look. Gen- 
erally when one makes inquiries he 
finds that these people have been giv- 
en no definite instruction as to what 
to do, either by the training schools 
or by school authorities. 
"I trust that we may have a gath- 
ering composed of men and women 
who are giving real thought to this 
;reat problem of training teachers; 
t is not necessary that every high 
school engaged in training teachers 
should send a representative or that 
all county training schools should do 
so, but it is highly desirable that all 
normals, colleges, and the university 
De represented. City superintendents 
are welcome, and it is highly desirable 
.hat some be present. The same is 
'rue of county superintendents.
